here is a recommendation that a 
Missourian be prosecuted for fail- 
ure to pay income taxes and pen- 
alties totaling $45,210 on thoney 
- he received as graft. 

The figure, but not the name, 


was disclosed by James Guthrie, 
chief of the special tax fraud di- 
vision of the Bureau of Internal 
Revenue. The bureau is prohib- 
ited by law from disclosing names 
of tax delinquents. 

In this instance, howevér, the 
bureau has closed its investiga- 
‘ tion and sent the case to the De- 
partment of Justice with a recom- 
mendation for prosecution. 

The Justice Department has not 
yet acted on the recommendation 
and efforts to learn there who the 
alleged grafter is were unavailing. 
The Internal Revenue Bureau rec- 
ommendation is still under con- 
sideration in Washington and the 
matter has not been referred to a 
United States District Attorney. 

Fiscal Year Report. 

Over-all, Guthrie’s report, for 
the fiscal year ended last June 30, 
showed recommendations for 
prosecution of 266 persons for 
evading taxes on money received 
by graft. Assessments of taxes

Guthrie told tthe Post-Dispatch 
that although most of the graft 
cases concerned public officials 
this was not true in all. Others 
lumped in the “payoffs“and graft” 
category of his report might be 
Jabor leaders or any other persons 
able to persuade some victim to 
hand over money, he said, 

Distinction Drawn. 

It is necessary to draw a dis- 
tinction between two types of 
crime to understand Guthrie’s re- 
port. So far as the Bureau of 
Internal Revenue is concerned, a 
grafting public official, a gambler, 
or any other racketeer is in the 
clear—if he pays his tax. 

This accounts in part for the 
apparent disparity in the national 
totals which show 414 cases in 
which investigations of payoffs or. 
graft were made with only 266 
recommendations for prosecution.

“Any resemblance, for exam- 
ple,” he said, “between the Sen- 
ator from Ohio (Taft) and your 
own forward-looking Governor is 
strictly coincidental. As a mat- 
ter of fact, after that sanguinary 
struggle in the Chicago  stock- 
yards, the nomination of the gen- 
eral seemed to mean the triumph 
of responsible Republicans who 
know the world is round over 
those whose single ambition was 
to undo all that has been done in 
two great Democratic decades.” 

California is an excellent test- 
ing ground for what appears to be 
the new Stevensonian strategy. 
Having stated his position on all 
the major issues, on which Eisen- 
hower has been vague or equiv- 
ocal, Stevenson is now starting 
out in earnest for the indepen- 
dent and switch voters .who are 
not tied to either party. Califor- 
nia laws favor such voters by per- 
mitting candidates to file in 

either party and both Gov. War- 
ren and Senator William Know- 
land, Republicans, have won Dem- 

‘ocratic as well as Republican

tration is heavily Democratic, the 
state is regarded as close in the 
present campaign. 

“There is a great middle body

In the vegetable line, we are 
ow receiving shipments of Long 
i_land cauliflower, tender and 
waite and of good quality. There 
aiso is corn and tomatoes from 
the West Coast. 

Locally, growers have noted 
some damage to early autumn 
crops because of the chilly 
weather, with beans, radishes and 
eggplants suffering somewhat. 
The hardier greens, however, 
were not hurt much and are 
available at the market in good 
supply. 

As to good buys this week cab- 
bage is a little better, celery 
about the same, and cucumbers a 
little more economical. Lettuce 
also is #littlé lower and is of fair 
quality, with some shipments ar- 
riving from California and Idaho. 


Potatoes and onions are not 
quite so plentiful as they were a 
week ago. Beets, carrots and tur- 
nips, however, are in good supply. 

The grapefruit supply from 
California has dwindled, but Cal- 
ifornia oranges and lemons are 
to be found in abundance and are 
economical. The smaller oranges, 
which represent good value, are 
especially plentiful now. 

Florida grapefruit is just com- 
ing into the St. Louis market but 
will gain in quality as the ship- 
ping season progresses. Some 
California strawberries are drift- 
ing into this area and bananas 
are of good quality and in ample 
supply. 

For those homemakers who like 
to retain the rich flavor of sum- 
mer fruits in jellies for cold win- 
ter days, the plentiful supply of 
concord grapes from Michigan 
will be good news. Tokay grapes 
and pomegranates also are in the 
market and there are still a few 
Italian prunes, although they are 
on their way out for this season. 


Also at the fruit counter will 
be found plenty of Bartlett pears 
and early fall varieties of apples. 
Apples always are favorites f 
Halloween menus. Cranberries, 
which join them at the market, 
will be in plentiful supply for 
Halloween and Thanksgiving 
menus. 


Adding a bright note to the 
autumn food imports are the nuts 
which are coming in just in time 
for Halloween. Chestnuts, almonds 
and some English walnuts are 
now in the St. Louis market.

Chili Broiled Shrimp. 


One and one-half pounds large 
raw shrimp. 

One clove garlic. 

Two tablespoons melted butter. 

One and one-half teaspoons 
chili powder. 

Bacon strips. 

Lemon wedges. 

Shell shrimp and remove back 
vein. Wash carefully. Dry between 
paper towels. Mince garlic and 
add to butter along with chili 
powder. Let it stand 10 minutes. 
Strain out garlic. Dip each shrimp 
in butter. Wrap slice of bacon 
around each one and let it stand 
10 minutes. Broil five minutes in 
hot oven, brushing shrimp with 
butter mixture twice. Turn over 
and broil five minutes longer, 
brushing with butter as before. 
Serve hot with lemon wedges and 
with Chili Tartare Sauce, made by 
mixing one and one-half teaspoons 
chili powder into four tablespoons 
prepared tartare sauce. 

Get out your electric mixer to 
whip up this celery seed dressing 
for shrimp salad in avocado 
halves. The continuous, even beat- 
ing blends the ingredients of the 
dressing so thoroughly and 
smoothly that you end up with a 
unique flavor combination. Strict- 
ly gourmet fare is the combina- 
tion of shrimp, avocado and cel- 
ery seed.

Shrimp and Avocado 
with Celery Seed Dressing. 

One pound raw jumbo shrimp. 

One-half cup diced celery 

Two avocados. . 

Lemon juice. 

Cook shrimp in boiling salted 
water. Peel and de-vein. Cut 
shrimp in thirds. Combine with 
one-half cup celery seed dressing 
and diced celery. Chill in re- 
frigerator. Just before serving, 
cut each avocado in half length- 
wise; remove seed. (To prevent 
darkening, sprinkle each half with 
lemon juice.) Place half an avo- 
cado on lettuce cup. Fill each with 
shrimp mixture. Pour additional 
celery seed dressing over avo- 
cado. Yield: four servings. 


Celery Seed Dressing. 


One-half cup sugar. 

One teaspoon dry mustard. 

One teaspoon salt. 

Dash of onion juice. 

One-half cup vinegar. 

One cup salad oil. 

One and one-half tablespoons 
celery seed. 

Combine sugar, mustard, salt 
and onion juice with one-fourth 
cup vinegar. Beat with electric 
mixer on second speed. Add oil 
gradually; add remaining vinegar. 
Beat about 30 minutes, until the 
consistency of maple sirup. Add 
celery seed and chill thoroughly. 

Be sure to serve this one piping 
hot—preferably in your prettiest 
individual dishes.

Stevenson 
at «@ rally at the State Capitol Building here today: 


I 


AM GRATEFUL for the loan of your capitol steps to make 
this speech. I expect to return them in good condition to my 
friend and your Governor, Earl Warren. Earl Warren is a 


Republican leader I respect—an honest, wise man who knows that 
the purpose of government is to serve the people. 

This is my second trip to California as a candidate for Presi- 
dent. I am exactly the same candidate who was here in California 
early in September. I have not changed my position on anything, 
and I have not had to change my friends, either. 


I find this comforting. It is a 
comfort that has been denied my 
opponent. He seems to have felt 
it necessary to be a Taft Repub- 
lican in Ohio, a Dirksen Repub- 
lican in Illinois, a Jenner Repub- 
lican in Indiana, a McCarthy Re- 
publican in Wisconsin—and here 
in California he has tried the 
delicate job of being both a War- 
ren Republican and a Nixon Re- 
p 

As a result, by now it is hard 
to know just what kind of Re- 
publican the General really is. 
When principles become a matter 
of place and personalities, the 

rinciples are apt to get a little 

lurred. He may believe that news 
does not cross state lines—that 
his speeches and the pictures of 
his handshaking are stopped at 
the state line and confiscated. 


Well, there is ne such Iuck, 
The people know what is going 
on in the world, and they have 
watched with mounting dismay 
as the General has steadily 
lowered the qualifications for 
command in his crusade. I know 
this is true because independent 
voters and liberal Republicans 
have been writing to me to say 
they have changed their minds 
about whom te vote for in this 
election. They have seen this 
“change for convenience” be- 
come toe much of a habit. 


Incidentally, my opponent's 
running mate, the junior Senator 
from California, is also an out- 
standing exponent of the doc- 
trine that there’s always a time 
-rand a place—for a change. He 
went through the Central valley 
here a few weeks ago praising to 


the skies the great work the Fed- 
eral Government is doing in 
bringing water and power to 
farms and cities. He must want 
the people of the valley to forget 
that one of his very first acts as 
a Congressman, in April 1947, 


for the school lunch program in 
half—and California preducers of 
turkeys, apples, pears and other 
perishable crops know how this 
program helps lighten the burden 
of temporary surpluses, and how 
it improves the diet of school 
children. 


It is far from clear, either, that 
the Republicans understand or ac- 
cept the importance of the farm 
co-ops, such as those of your 
growers of prunes, almonds, 
raisins and many other crops. 
The Democrats have frequently 
had to rally to their defense 
against legislative attack; and 
only constant vigilance has pre- 
served their capacity to:contrib- 
ute to the agricultural health of 
the nation. _ 


Above all, .California farmers 
need people in Washington who 
will work for the expanding do- 
mestic markets that come with 
full employment and the expand- 
ing foreign markets that come 
with broader ,and freer world 
trade. The Democratic party has 
worked for these objectives. 

It may surprise you to know, 
in view of all the Republican 
propaganda to the contrary, 
that if I am elected this fall I 
intend to run a clean, honest 
Government. What is more, I 
know what I am talking about; 
I have cleaned up a lot of evil 
Republican practices in Illinois 
and cracked down quickly and 
ruthlessly on misconduct wher- 
ever I have found it. I even 
have a trained investigator in 
my office whose job it is to 
look for it all the time. And I 
have, frankly, been amazed by 
the self-righteous way the Re- 
publicans in the national cam- 
paign arrogate all the simple 
virtues of honesty, decency, in- 
deed loyalty, te themselves 
while resorting to every device 
to corrupt the minds of the

Feeling between the two men 
has not been cordial since Mac-

Equally peeved, Ike was credit- 
ed with the famous wisecrack: 
“I studied dramatics under Mac 
for nine years.” 


HOOVER PERSEVERES — De- 
spite these obstacles, Ex-Presi- 
dent Hoover has urged that Re- 
publican victory is more impor- 
tant than personal feelings. He 
is afraid the Christian National- 
ist party, which has nominated 
MacArthur, may draw enough 
votes away from Eisenhower in 
a few key states to defeat him. 
Hoover has been working through 
Chairman Summerfield of the 
Republican national committee 
and, as of today, Ike has agreed 
to meet with MacArthur.

There is, of course, an even stronger reason 
for rejecting the “save-the-two-party-system” ar- 
gument. No party has the right to claim that its 
presidential nominee should be elected simply 
because it has long been out of the White House. 
Past defeats do not give it title to a present vic- 


tory. It must deserve to win by the merits of its” 


candidate and its program. 

If by some mischance the Republican party 
did wither away, and the only opposition slate 
were advanced by the Communist party, would 
anybody seriously consider that the Communists 
should be elected in order to save the two-party 
system? Of course not. Voters would look at the 
Communist party’s candidates and program, and 
would decide the election on the basis of politi- 
cal facts instead of political theory. The Republi- 
can party—and the Democrats, too, for that 
matter—must be prepared to stand the same test. 

Of all voters, independent voters have the 
least reason to be impressed by the slogan of 
“save the two-party system.” For this is only 
another way of saying, “Vote for the party. not 
for the man.” 

If Gen. Eisenhower ought to be elected be- 
cause he is the Republican nominee, then by 
the same reasoning Senator Taft or Senator Mc-

“It is sometimes 
difficult,” the Prosecutor admitted, “to determine 
in a legal sense what constitutes indecent ex- 
posure.” Famous last words. His campaign began 
in June, appropriately enough, but as to how it 
all ended, well, in a legal sense only the question 
is still before the bar. 

A Handicap for Gov. Stevenson 

A federal grand jury has indicted a former 
Chicago postmaster and 10 other persons on 
charges of job-selling among postoffice employes. 
The former postmaster, John Haderlein, resigned 
last Aug. 22, with the investigation under way. 
He is accused of accepting $2475 in bribe money 
from postal clerks who aspired to .become fore- 
men. 

Also in Illinois, Howard L. Doyle, United 
States District Attorney for 17 years, is under 
suspension “at his own request.” Doyle, who 
was recently reappointed for a fifth term, testi- 
fied that he “overlooked” reporting $5000 in 
income and that he made other “mistakes” in 
keeping track of income and expenses as re- 
quired by federal law. 

Neither Howard Doyle nor the indicted postal 
men have been convicted. They will now have 
an opportunity to make out the best case they 
can for themselves. But the troubles that beset 
them are a reminder of the lax morals which 
have been identified with too much of the Tru- 
man Administration at home. 

This side is not all of the Truman Adminis- 
tration by any means but it is enough to provide 
a serious handicap for Adiai E. Stevenson, strong 
anti-corruption candidate though the party’s 
nominee himself clearly is. 
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Science Truly Wonderful 

Not the least of the things to look forward to 
in this election is the promised performance of 
Univac. 

Univac, which could do with a better name, 
something like Joe or Doug or Albert, is an 
electronic brain put together by Remington- 
Rand. C.B.S. intends to put Univac to work on 
election night, and the television audience will 
actually see the robot figuring out, on the hour 
every hour, how the election is going to come 
out. 

We have only two suggestions. One, we hope 
that Univac concedes the election to the winner 
sooner than H. V. Kaltenborn did in 1948. And 
two, we think that by all means the operator, who 
fis to sit at a control board which looks like the 
console for a pipe organ, should be the chairman 
of the board of Remington-Rand.

Overhaul for Military Planning

Basic recasting will be done regardless of who becomes President, 
correspondent gays; Vannevar Bush's proposals would give Defense 
Secretary real authority, make the Joint Chiefs real planners, mute 
inter-service bickering, and attempt to develop integrated program.

One thing is sure, and that is that re- 
gardless of who is elected President there 
is going to be a basic, significant, needed 
recasting of our whole system of military 
planning. 

It is a reorganization which would reach 
to the Joint Chiefs of Staff itself. 

The most careful statement of the need 
for such reorganization has now come from 
Dr. Vannevar Bush, who knows what he 
is talking about, who has no ax to grind, 
who is directing personal criticism against 
nobody. 

Dr. Bush was head of the Office of 
Scientific Research and Development dur- 
ing World War II, is president of Carnegie 
Institution of Washington, and lately has 
been called back to the Pentagon to help 
evaluate scientific weapons. 

From his intimate, firsthand experience 
inside the Government and inside the 
Pentagon Dr. Bush reaches, with consid- 
erable precision, conclusions which some 
Washington correspondents have felt for 
some time. 

At stake is not just a little revamping 
of administrative machinery or inter- 
agency relations, g 


Dr. Bush’s Principal Points 


At stake are: 

(1) A-means of muting hurtful inter- 
service divisiveness. 

(2). The placing of effective control of 
the military in the hands of the civilian 
arm of the Government. 

(3) The placing of full planning author- 
ity in the hands of the Joint Chiefs, who 
are now more planners in name than in 
reality. 

(4) Development of an integrated de- 
fense program which may well be able to 
produce more security for less money. 

What needs to be appreciated is that 
while Dr. Bush’s suggestions may sound 
technical, they are absolutely alive with 
military, political, and financial signifi- 
cance. Dr. Bush’s principal points are 
these: 

1. That the line of command from the 
President, as Commander in Chief, and all 
implementation of the decisions of the 
Joint Chiefs shall be through the Secre- 
tary of Defense and his three service sec- 
retaries—not directly from the President 
or directly from the Joint Chiefs through 
the Chiefs of Staff of the Army, Navy and 
Air Force. This would put real authority, 
now lacking, in the hands of the Secretary 
of Defense. 

2. That the Joint Chiefs shall be the 
senior and age koa ee 
gE agency e Pentagon, 
amg 8 shall be to nevis tha Secretary 

of Defense. 

This means that the Joint Chiefs 
would cease being a veto-bound debating 
society made up of the ambassadors of 
three sovereign governments, the Army, 
Navy and Air Force. 

3. That the Joint Chiefs of Staff shall not 


be made up of the Chiefs of Staff of the 
respective services, but that “we should 
provide for two very senior officers in each 
service, one commanding the entire uni- 
formed organization of his department and 
the other serving on the JCS.” 


This would mean that the JCS would 
have a good chance of working out an in- 
tegrated national defense program instead 
of an overexpensive agglomeration of what 
each sovereign service would like —all 
added together. 


4. That the Joint Chiefs’ strictly military 
recommendations should be implemented 
ordinarily by the Secretary of Defense 
without question. 


Why the System Is Wrong 


But since modern military recommenda- 
tions often involve political and diplomatic 
factors and other branches of the govern- 
ment, the secretary should not be com- 
pelled to carry out the decisions of the 
Joint Chiefs until they have been cleared 
by the Security Council. This is composed 
of the President, Vice President, Secretary 
of State, Secretary of Defense, director for 
Mutual Security, and chairman of the Na- 
tional Security Resources Board. 

Dr. Bush, who uses words with the care 
of a slide rule and who eschews adjectives 
as though they were indecent imposters in 
the geometry of careful thinking, pleads 
the need of this reorganization with the 
persuasiveness of moderation. 

When he says that the United States “is 
not in a position to do its military plan- 
ning adequately and well,” he is also say- 
ing that we are doing it inadequately and 
badly. 

Dr. Bush knows that military men are 
not obtuse nor of unduly rigid minds, but 
his experience shows him that “in plan- 
ning they have been placed in an impos- 
sible framework for working effectively. 
The system is wrong.” 

He says, with the quietness of a dull 
thud: “We have confitsion.” 


Not a Partisan Matter 


Fortunately, both Gen. Eisenhower and 
Gov. Stevenson are known to be thinking 
along similar lines. 

When the armed services “unification” 
act was first being carried out, the General 
told a group of Washington correspondents 
that he thought there would be much merit 
in putting a single defense-force uniform 
on the three services at the bottom and 
at the top—that is, in the begigning period 
of training and at the level the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff. 

The framework under which the Penta- 
gon and the Joint Chiefs function was 
largely laid down by Congress to carry 
through the reorganization Dr. Bush and 
others e.

GUY RENTON: A LONDON STORY, by Alec Waugh.

“Guy Renton” is a between-wars chron- 
icle, concentrating on the life of the title 
character but also tracing through his eyer 
the stories of his family. There were Mar 
gery, career girl, who never found the 
right man among the many she tried; Lucy 
and her husband, a retired army man 
whose horror of political and social change 
led him into Mosley’s fascism and a dozen 
similar schemes; Barbara and her husband, 
who shaved his vandyke when painting 
proved unprofitable, took up salesmanship, 
and devoted himself comfortably to his 
growing family; and Franklin, morally 
rootless but charming, who found security 
in a wealthy and understanding wife, only 
to give it up for the International Brigade 
and a hero’s death in Spain. 

Particularly there were Guy and Renee. 
Son of a well-to-do wine merchant and a 
rugby hero, he had been “an unromantic 
sort.”

Adventure in Nature 
Along Old Fencerow 
By Leonard Hall 


oung 

arrivals come safely 
into the world. With 
the big, mature cows 
‘it is generally possible 
to know within a day 
or two, and often 
within a matter of 
hours, when to expect 
these blessed events; 


offer quite a different 
problem. Thus one 
day last week when 
we were out on Daisy 
and Ribbon to check 
over the herd and 
make certain all’ was 
well, we spied two 
heifers over in the 
waterway behind a hedge of multiflora rose,. and 
suspected that something was up. And sure 
enough, when we got there we found two calves, 
neither of them more than a few hours old. One 
was a bull and the other a heifer and neither of 
them much bigger than a minute, as is often the 
ease with a first calf. But both were up on their 
feet and feeding, so after our inspection we left 
them and went on our way. 
x * 


THE ROSE HEDGES make fine calf shelter, for 
even the most. domesticated cow has inherited just 
enough of her wild ancestry to want to hide: her 
ealf away in deep cover, during its first few days 
of life, while she goes out to feed. The first sign 
of danger will bring her running, for the maternal 
instinct is strongly developed. And it is hard to 
know where instinct leaves off in these matters 
and intelligence begins. Instinct says to let nothing 
get near the calf. But there are some cows which 
have much more confidence in man than others 
and these will oftén let you handle and pick-up 
the new-born youngster. After a few days the calf 
generally gets over its tameness and takes off in 
the direction of its mammy with tail in the air. if 
you come too close. 


— 

IN THE PASTURES not fenced with multiflora 
rose we much prefer an old over-growth fencerow 
to one that is plowed out clean. The cows. then 
generally use the fencerow as shelter for the calves 
and this makes them much easier to find than if 
they are hidden away in a thicket. The old fence- 
row is, in fact, an interesting little world of its own 
which is well worth exploring and can often teach 
us valuable lessons in good land use. Never plowed 
or cultivated, it grows an amazing variety of plants 
and supports many species of birds and animals. 
Here the tame grasses and clovers flourish with a 
luxuriance seldom found in the open fields, though 
these are but a small part of the cover in the 
fencerow. Coralberry and aromatic sumac and 
goldenrod find a foothold here, while catbriar and 
Virginia creeper grow up to cover the old wire. 
Walnut, cedar, hackberry and wild cherry all have 
a preference for the fencerow; and up these twine 
the tendrils of a half-dozen varieties of wild grape. 

x x 

THERE ARE INTERESTING observations to be 
made along the old feneérow throughout the year. 
Here will appear thé. earliest violets, with blue 
phlox and wild verbena taking over as spring runs 
into summer. In June the quail build here and 
you can find the fur-lined nest of cottontail and 
fresh-turned mound of earth at the opening of tha 
groundhog’s burrow. The.eold fencerow becomes 
a haven for songbirds; field sparrow and indigo 
bunting, brown thrasher and mockingbird, vireo 
and warbler. All find here the two essentials nec- 
essary for their well-being and survival—an abun- 
dance of food. and protective shelter. Carrying 
eapacity in terms of the number of each species is 
high, for the soil along the old fencerow is fertile 
and produces an abundance of plant life, on which 
all animal life ultimately depends.

AUTUMN IS THE MOST rewarGing season of 
all in this small bit of semi-wilderness, for it is 
the time of harvest. Polk and elderberry spread 
their banquet of dark purple fruit and with the 
earliest frost the wild grapes ripen. Virginia 
creeper turns deep red in the treetops, while pods - 
of the trumpet vine and milkweed open to. scatter 
their seed. Bright: orange shows the fruit of bitter- 
sweet and heart-shaped seeds of the burning bush. 
Cedar berries and blackhaws are a frosty blue, 
while coralberry is tipped by small clusters of red 
seeds. These seem to be left until last by the 
birds and small furbearers, though our cattle har- 
vest them with relish. And although the open 
fields may sleep throughout the winter, the old 
fencerow is alive and active. Here appear the 
green rosettes of the biennial plants such as moth 
mullen to furnish a bit of cold-weather salad to 
the cottontail. And though the groundhog sleeps 
soundly, deep in his many roomed burrow, many 
another small creature looks to the fencerow for 
shelter and a meal. Here you will find the hardy 
winter songbirds; chickadee and titmouse and Caro- 
lina wren.

N every school there is at least one pupil who has difficulty 
J learning to read. When this happens we bend every effort 
to learn the cause of the deficiency. We ask the experts in 
the psychological laboratory to test him to ascertain, if possi- 
ble, why he cannot read. Often this enables the teacher to 
teach the youngsters, but*now and then the report reads: “We 
see no reason why this child is unable to learn to read.” 
That means that we must find a way to interest this child 
in learning to read. We must try to make him want to read. 
When he realizes that he needs to read in order to get to 
something for which he is eager, he will try hard for it.

TOBY NEVER HAD THE RIGHT PLACE when the teacher 
asked him to read. He might not even have the book ready, 
much less the page. Once this was set right he would drone 
out a word, then another, stop and look abused until the 
teacher felt ready to put him and the book into the waste 
basket. 

Tests showed that the boy was intelligent; that he could 
and did recognize and remember symbols. His visual mem- 
ory was good; his ability in language was up to expectations. 
Eyesight and hearing, perfect. But he could not read. The 
one thing he wanted most to do, was work in his father's 
home workshop, which was equipped with so many interesting 
tools. If he could get his hands on them he was happy, and 
quite skillful.

THE TEACHER had a talk with Father. They laid out a 
scheme to tempt Toby into. learning to read. A card was made 
for each tool; its named printed clearly—h—hammer, s— 
screwdriver, s—saw, p—plane. Hence if Toby wanted to use 
a tool he must go to the file, take out the right card, sound 
the first letter and say the name of the tool. Father, who was 
always on hand at shop-time, attended to the job. Toby read 
those cards and at the end of a year he read as well as the 
other boys did. He had no deficiency. When he discovered 
that the only way he could get at the tools he wanted so 
much, he resolved to learn to read their names. 

No two children behave alike under the same conditions, 
but there is an educational principle on which they all act: 
interest. When a child is interested in a lesson he will try 
harder, learn more, and sooner, with less difficulty, than 
when he has no interest. To change him in any way we must, 
if possible, get him to want to change. 


Leftovers

EFTOVERS are food which was not eaten at a previous 
[ment They are put away in the refrigerator. 

It is not unlikely that leftovers include delicious re- 
pasts made from the best recipes and containing the finest 
materials. When a member of the family complains of hunger, 
the leftovers in the refrigerator can be héartily recommended 
to the complainer. 

It can be pointed out that all that needs to be done is to 
put them in the oven or to heat them in a pan. Since mem- 
bers of the family are notoriously opposed to taking trouble, 
it will be emphasized how easy this is to do. 

If leftovers are to be disposed of, there should never 

be any intimation that eating them is a favor. The impres- 
sion must be given that it is a privilege. There must be 
mention of how fortunate it is that the leftovers were not 
all eaten when the food was first served. 
_. The leftover should be commended on the ground that 
the family cannot afford such expensive food often. Or pos- 
sibly it can be stated truthfully that the leftover represents 
the very last of the present season, and there will be no 
more until another year rolls around. 

In short, the picture presented should indicate that no- 
body is luckier than the member of the family complaining of 
hunger, since the leftovers are available and the complainer 
has an appetite which will insure getting the fullest enjoy- 
ment out of them. 

In such manner it will be hoped that the leftovers in 
the refrigerator can be reduced and will not stay there to 
dry up or get moldy.
